Band 


“Ladies  and  gentlemen,  your  Cradock  High 
School  Band,”  is  a familiar  phrase  heard 
over  the  public  address  at  football  games.  It 
marks  the  beginning  of  another  half-time 
show  put  on  by  this  colorful  77-piece  organ- 
ization. This  year,  the  emphasis  was  placed 
on  entertainment,  and  the  band  worked  hard 
to  out  do  all  its  competitors.  Scripts  had  to 
be  written,  props  borrows,  and  at  least  60 
formations  with  their  special  music  learned. 

Of  course,  our  Cradock  Band  was  the  first 
to  do  a “Dragnet”  show.  Since  the  music  was 
not  published  at  the  time,  manuscript  music 
was  used.  The  band  owns  about  80  tunes 
written  in  manuscript,  and  while  other 
bands  were  playing  marches,  you  could  expect 
any  kind  from  our  own  Cradock.  Remember 
such  shows  as  “Goldilocks  and  the  Three 
Wolves,”  “How  to  Play  Football,”  and  “A 
Trip  Through  Cradock  High  School?” 

The  weather  for  the  Norview-Cradock 
game  was  “slightly”  cold,  but  our  Band  was 
there,  only  to  find  the  P.  A.  system  out  of 
order,  and  a party  waiting  for  us  in  the 
Norview  Band  Room. 

This  year  the  Band  made  24  performances 
the  first  8 weeks  of  school,  ( on  the  average 


of  3 a week ) , made  a trip  to  the  Oyster  Bowl 
Game,  went  to  the  Potato  Festival  in  Eliza- 
beth City,  and  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the  only  Tidewater  band  invited  to  the 
Cherry  Blossom  Festival  in  Washington. 

Our  concerts  in  May  are  alwavs  of  Sym- 
phonic quality,  but  the  band  looks  forward 
to  moving  in  the  new  school,  so  that  tliere 
will  be  a stage  large  enough  to  seat  the  band 
members. 

All-State  auditions  found  10  band  members 
voted  eligible  to  participate— William  Hicks, 
Burt  Goodwin,  J.  D.  Revels,  Jane  Hihhle. 
Fred  Higgins,  David  Smith,  Caroline  Burton, 
Doris  Montzengo,  Royford  Wilburn  and 
Gary  Hayer. 

Next  year,  our  Band  members  will  total 
310,  from  which  we  expect  to  have  a top 
organization  receiving  the  highest  honors  and 
playing  the  most  difficult  music  in  the  Vir- 
ginia District  Music  Festival. 

After  School  section  as  rehearsals,  playing 
and  marching  tests,  lessons,  “check-off”  sys- 
tem and  the  band’  point  system  make  your 
Cradock  High  School  Band  one  of  the  top 
bands  in  the  state.
